I^^W^pN the fall of 1912, eighteen boys of the class of 1916 joined 
hSi* the ranks of t1ne Tannton High School Cadets. We 
nra^Mj^tj marched through the first two years in ordinary step, in- 
creasing more or less in efficiency in the manual of arms 
and in the marching movements. During these two years there were 
few drills when at least one of our number did not succeed in captur- 
ing a medal. Of these prize winners can be spoken only words of the 
highest praise; for in their drilling they had to compete with upper- 
classmen who were among the best drilled men in the organization. 

At the beginning of our junior year we found that the cadets of 
our class had dwindled dowm to ten. To this number, however, there 
were soon added three who had not failed to see the benefits of mili- 
tary drill and who, even though juniors, had the courage to enter as 
"rookies". In November, 1914, the juniors who had passed the mili- 
tary examination were promoted to the rank of sergeant. Directly 
after mid-years, because of the insufficient number of seniors, Major 
Danforth promoted Cole and Rogers to the rank of lieutenant. 

As wc entered upon our final term, our boys, again diminished 
to ten in number, saw that, if we wished a battalion equal in size to 
that of the preceding year, it would be necessary to carry on an exten- 
sive recruiting campaign. After a few days of earnest work we secured 
even more recruits than the battalion of 1915; in fact, we had the largest 
battalion in the history of the organization. Immediately we 
set to work in the hope of presenting it at the Thanksgiving Day social, 
but we soon decided that we could make a better showing if we waited 
until the Christmas drill and then put a well-drilled battalion before 
the public. At the Christmas drill, which, thanks to the loyal sup- 
port of the public and members of the school, was successful in every 
way, we gave an exhibition of the battalion parade ceremony. This 
the guests watched with enthusiasm, expressing much pleasure and 
satisfaction at our military success. At the February social the cadets 
gave an exhibition of guard-mounting. For the April drill, there was 
organized for the first time in several years a color guard. At the 
junior drill, which was by far our largest drill, the public had a chance 
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to see how efficient the two companies were in the marching move- 
ments, the two captains, as usual, competing for the officers' trophy. 
Aside from introducing new features into the drills, wc have also made 
a change in the officers' uniforms. Cross-guns have been substituted 
for cross-swords on the collar, and the black braid on the sleeves has 
been replaced by gold braid. 

It used to be the custom to hold drills between the different com- 
panies of the cities in Southeastern Massachusetts. There is a large 
silver cup in the Mary Hamer Memorial Library to show that the 
Taunton Cadets were the champions of Southeastern Massachusetts. 
But in the ten or twelve years that have passed since Taunton won 
that cup, no company has ever challenged the Taunton Cadets. In- 
deed our battalion hoped that it would be called upon to defend Taun- 
ton's name. But, unfortunately no such challenge came. Our cadets 
remain to-day the unrivaled champions of this part of the state. 

Great credit is clue our drill master, Major Norris O. Dan forth, 
who has instructed the Taunton Cadets for over twenty-five years. 
He has helped to make our year so successful that now, when we are 
about to receive our honorable discharges, we go out confident that the 
thirtieth year of the organization has been most prosperous.

The halycon years of our high school days, 

In the trail of time gliding' by, 
We weave as a thread in the golden haze 

Of fair memory's cloudless sky.

| VERY town of 4,000 inhabitants shall maintain in addition 
to the present "common" schools, a high school, kept by 
a competent master of good morals, who shall give instruc- 
tion in general history, bookkeeping, surveying, geometry, 
natural philosophy, chemistry, botany, the civil polity of this common- 
wealth of the United States, and the Latin language." So reads the 
act which in 1826 founded high schools in this state. It was passed 
by the legislature and called for immediate action by the several towns 
and cities of Massachusetts. 

In the call for troops to fight the nation's battles, Taunton has 
been the first to enter the fray, but she awoke slowly to the needs of 
education. Although it is known that in 1820 the town confessed to 
a population of 4,520, it is not until twelve years after the passage of 
this law that Taunton took active steps to fulfill the provisions of the 
act. From the oral transmission of events, we find the subject much 
discussed by Taunton's leading politicians. Traditionally, too, a mild 
complaint was entered against the town for disregarding this act of 
the legislature. 

Liable to indictment for failure to comply . with the statutes, the 
citizens called a town-meeting to see if money could be raised for the 
establishment and support of a high school. The selectmen with the 
co-operation of the school board were voted a committee to place a 
high school in operation according to law. Mr. Maltry, a member 
of the committee, was chosen to confer with Mr. Crafts to decide upon 
what terms he would accept the mastership of the new school. Mr. 
Crafts became the first principal of the Taunton High School, and the 
term opened at school No. 11 Oakland, on the .first Monday of Sep- 
tember in the year 1838. The school committee met at the school 
house on the first two Saturdays of that month to examine the appli- 
cants for entrance. The only opportunities for admission were on 
the first two Mondays in September. 

The requirements for entrance were that the candidate should be 
not under twelve years of age or over twenty-one, and that he should 
read and spell well, write a fair hand, be acquainted with Emerson's 
second part of arithmetic as far as the rule of three, and have a fair 
knowledge of geography. 
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On the first of September, 1838, nineteen pupils were admitted; 
and on the eighth, twenty more. The school continued its course at 
Oakland until the second of November when it became necessary to 
vacate No. 11 as the people of that section desired the use of their build- 
ing. The second term began after a week's recess, at school No. 14, 
Westminster Street (now Cohannet). Examinations were held as 
before, and sixty-one pupils were enrolled. As the number of students 
had become too great for a single teacher, the committee chose Miss 
Clark as assistant instructor. The duration of Miss Clark's services 
is unknown. 

At the expiration of the second quarter, the school was again 
moved. This time it took up its new abode in school house No. 21, 
Squawbetty, and fifty-eight pupils were admitted by examination. 
The following summer, the ever-moving schoolhoiise settled at No. 5, 
East Weir, and thirty-five more joined the growing school. Mr. Crafts 
at this time resigned, and Henry G. Steward was examined, approved, 
and employed to finish out the summer term. The committee then 
advertised in the Boston papers for a new master to replace perma- 
nently Mr. Crafts. There were thirty applicants for the position, 
and Mr. Justin Field, Jr., was selected. 

The fall term opened again in Oakland under the new instructor. 
The migrations at the end of the first two quarters were the same as in 
the previous year; namely, fall at Oakland, winter at "the Green," 
and spring at Squawbetty. This migration was the result of much 
jealousy from different sections which claimed, when school was held 
in other sections, that they did not receive advantages in proportion 
to their taxes. Noisy disputes and debates were held until finally a 
party was sent to the legislature to secure the repeal of the High School 
Law. There was no report made by these economic reformers, bujj 
on April 6, 1840, the legislature voted that a town might be excused 
from supporting a high school if it increased the yearly school appro- 
priation 25 per cent. Taunton accepted the alternative and closed 
the school on the following Friday. In September, Mr. Field made 
a claim for a full year's salary. Mr. White was selected to defend 
the suit in behalf of the town. There is no record of a settlement with 
Mr. Field. 

It is said that the roving inclination of the school had no ill ertecw 
on the happy pupils who gaily tramped from one end of the city to 
the other to learn the rudiments of algebra or the conjugation o\ a 
Latin verb. The first Taunton High School fell not as a failure but 
as a victim of that overworked Taunton virtue, Economy. 




On May 9, 1848, an amendment was approved by the governor, 
as follows: All towns with over 4,000 inhabitants shall be aga'n com- 
pelled to support a high school and are liable to penalties according 
to law for failure to do so, 

Taunton was once more aroused to action. At a town meeting, 
a committee consisting of five people was chosen to consider the high 
school question. They reported that since there was no way out of 
it; "Mohammet must go to the mountain." The school must be estab- 
lished and held in a definite place or moved quarterly as the people 
desired. The majority of the committee was in favor of hiring a hall 
near the center of the town, as the expense of a building would neces- 
sarily raise the taxes. There was a public reading of this report, 
together with one from the minority of the committee. One man 
from the chosen five declared that the school could not exist under the 
former poor conditions or in some old hall. He advocated a new, clean, 
well ventilated school house. This was the first plea to the citizens 
of Taunton for a new high school building, a plea often repeated but 
not responded to until 1885. 

The town set aside $1,500 for the year's expense of a high school 
to be held in the rooms of the basement of the old Spring Street Church, 
the site accepted by the selectmen as satisfactory. There were two 
recitation rooms, one large study room, and a long gloomy corridor 
which ran the length of the building. The furnishings of the rooms 
were necessarily crude. The desks were of rough pine bearing a 
frugal coat of green paint. Attached to them was a frame which held 
in position a wooden chair. The blackboards, suspended along the 
wall, were of pine and painted black. All the fixtures were portable 
because the rooms were hired by the year. In the north end of 
the large room, stood a high platform with the teacher's desk. Every 
Friday, the platform was cleared, and the scholars in turn mounted 
it to declaim with old-fashioned oratory the eloquence of Patrick Henry 
or Shakespeare's "Quality of Mercy." 

Entrance qualifications were the same as in the first high school. 
Mr. Ozias Pitkin was employed as principal with a salary of $700 Miss 
Mary Reed at $400 was his assistant. After the entrance examina- 
tions in March 1850, the total number of pupils was 125, 68 girls and 
boys. Again due to the generosity of the populace, a second assis- 
tant was appointed. Miss Amelia Sproat was chosen. She resigned 
•n Apnl, 1852, and was replaced by Miss Emcline Lothrop. From that 
time up to its removal to city hall in September, 1854, the school kept 
inc same corps of teachers. 
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The work of both the pupils and teachers of the Spring Street 
School was highly recommended by the school committee of that period. 
Results were obtained in spite of disadvantages. The old church 
building was fast becoming passe. During the cold weather, even the 
warmest blooded youngster needed a muffler to keep warm in the 
school room. Cold north winds rattled the loose doors which from 
old age had shrunk from their casements, When a window was 
opened, the cold became unbearable, and a lack of ventilation nec- 
essarily resulted. 

In the next annual report of the school board was a second plea 
for a new school house, "A first class, permanent, and convenient 
edifice is needed if this institution is to be perpetuated among us," 
was the slogan of the school's supporters. Mr. Pitkin, the principal, 
almost decided to accept an offer from the Chelsea School Board but 
was persuaded to remain with an increase of $300 yearly salary. 

In the school report the following term, the people were further 
informed that the most urgent need of the high school was bctter 
accommodations. It read, "The time has come, we think, when suit- 
able building should be furnished worthy of the reputation of the school 
and the standing of the town. The present conditions have never 
been either convenient or healthful." It was recommended that a new 
school be erected in some central location. 

Advised by some one in authority to build a second story on the 
Town Hall, the town complied in 1854. The poorly lighted, echoing, 
un ventilated, and unheated upper story was used for the class-room. 
Only two examinations for entrance were held each year, and the stan- 
dard was raised for the purpose of increasing the efficiency of the lower 
schools. 

It had been the custom for the students to accept such subjects 
as were presented without question as to their value, and to continue 
the curriculum step by step, year by year, until they had reached the 
working age or to that period where the school could enlighten them 
no further, A timely suggestion was made that courses be planned 
which the pupil might follow to some definite end. However, this 
idea was not put into practical working order until ten years later. 
Mr. Pitkin was finally induced to accept the call to Chelsea-, and soon 
after the opening of the school at the town hall, Mr. Gage succeeded 
him as master. In February, 1855, the services of a second assistant 
became unnecessary, and Miss Lothrop was dismissed. The committee's 
report of the first year in the new building was as follows: "Although 
a large amount was appropriated for this suite of rooms, there was no

furniture in them with the exception of the desks of the teachers and 
the scholars. There were no blinds to shade the intense light from 
the white walls, no means of heating except by two furnaces, the great- 
est capacity of which so far as tested this winter is that of immense con- 
sumption ol fuel." 

New stoves and shutters were granted, but, in granting, the com- 
mittee overdrew the usual yearly appropriation. Even with these 
new accessories, the conditions in cold weather were so severe as to 
force the closing of the school on the coldest days. Owing to some- 
th ing in the construction of the building, even a slight noise 
caused multiple echoes. It was manifestly impossible for the school 
to progress under such disadvantages. Teachers were leaving because 
they were offered better schools and higher wages elsewhere. In April, 
Mr. John Ruggles succeeded Mr Gage as principal and ably conducted 
the school to the close of the year, at the end of which he returned 
to Brighton. In March, 1856, the committee, after due deliberation, 
chose Mr William E. Eullcr to fill the position. Mr. Fuller had pre- 
viously taught in the Taunton schools, and the committee were aware 
of their good fortune in securing his services. 

Mr. Fuller's first year marked a greater progress in excellence of 
discipline and improvement of classes than in any previous year. Mr. 
C. W. Thrasher of Dartmouth served a year under Mr. Fuller, as second 
assistant. At the end of his term of service, Miss Sallic Fox became 
second assistant until February, 1858, when, owing to the increase in 
the number of pupils, a sub-master, Mr. Charles P. Goreley, was chosen. 
In 1860, Miss Reed, who had taught eighteen years, resigned, and 
Miss Luthera H. Leach was elected to fill the vacancy. In November 
of the same year, Mr. Fuller resigned after five years of successful 
mastership. He left the school an established and popular institution, 
the result of his conscientious work. Silas D. Presbrey, a Harvard 
graduate, accepted the leadership of the school and successfully car- 
ried out the principles of his predecessor. Mr. Presbrey's term of 
office was during the period of the Civil War. Many of the boys were 
instructed in military affairs, and some of them even became officers 
in the country's service. The school now numbered 129 pupils, the 
percentage of attendance for the first year being 98. The scholars 
and teachers attempted to beautify the old bare walls of the room using 
the proceeds from two well patronized public exhibitions. They pur- 
chased pictures and statuary which lent their refining influence until 
the school's removal. 

Ep to the time of Mr. Presbrey's mastership, the courses had 
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been elective for those not going to college. The pupils preparing for 
higher institutions of learning generally accomplished their work in 
four years. The others remained in school as long as they desired. 
In 1862, graded courses of study were adopted which extended over 
a period of four years at the end of which the scholar was presented 
with a diploma. The members of the school in 1862 were divided 
into the second, third, and fourth classes. There was no first class 
until the next year. One examination was held for entrance each year. 

In July, 1863, Mr, Presbrey resigned, and Mr. Goreley was 
advanced to the position of principal. John P. Swinerton was made 
new sub-master. Mr. Goreley graduated the first three classes from 
the Taunton High School. At the end of each school year, a formal 
graduation was held when the pupils received diplomas. This was 
the inauguration of our present graduation ceremony. From the pro- 
ceeds of entertainments, the school was able to buy a piano which was 
indeed a luxury. 

Mr. Laban S, Warren was Mr. Goreley's successor but, owing to 
ill health, he soon resigned his position to Mr. Swinerton, the second 
sub-master to become principal. Mr. Swinerton began a ten year's 
service and signed the diplomas of eleven graduating classes. Many 
sub-masters served under him, among whom were Dr. Waterman 
afterward superintendent of schools; and Clarence Boydcn, later assis- 
tant principal of the present school, principal of Weir and Cohannet 
Schools, and superintendent of schools. Miss Mary Hamer was made 
second woman assistant in February, 1874. 

The erection of the Leonard block was the next detriment to the 
school's progress as all the light from that side of the school room was 
shut off by the new block. There was an attempt made to provide 
sufficient light by the means of gas burners. This proved unsatis- 
factory, and finally it became necessary to cut four immense sky-lights 
in the roof of the building. Many of the pupils of that time claim 
that their eyes were seriously injured by the light. The apparatus, 
which was used in natural philosophy and was worn and old, was 
replaced by a new and fine set of laboratory materials. 

In 1871, Dr. Waterman, then superintendent of schools, intro- 
duced the system of opening the high school to those who had received 
a grammar school diploma. By 1876 the school was so large that a 
number of the scholars had to be accommodated in the hall of the 
Weir School. Mr Swinerton resigned in 1877, and Mr. Charles S. 
Moore took his place. In comment on the school under Mr. Swiner- 
ton the committee report, "Harmony and progress are marked in the 
school." 
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Mr. Moore had been principal but a short time when Mr. Leonard 
resigned, and Mr. Ansel O. Burt took his position as sub-master. Miss 
Mary Hamer was advanced to first assistant and Miss Maria Baylies 
replaced Miss Leach. Late in 1885, another assistant was chosen. 

It had been the custom of the school to hold two daily sessions, 
but due to the poor lighting facilities, Mr. Moore established a one 
session system which proved so successful that it has been retained 
to this day. In July Mr. Moore resigned, and Mr. Bartlett of Bristol 
Academy succeeded him. The work under Mr. Moore was marked 
by an advance in the classical department. 

The general public were fast becoming aware that better accom- 
modations for their high school were absolutely necessary and that 
the school could exist no longer under the poor prevailing conditions. 
The temporary accommodations which had been occupied for thirty 
years were outgrown. Even as early as 1871 there had been demands 
for a new schoolhouse; the city hall rooms had never been adequate. 
The poor conditions as well as the offered increase in salary were induc- 
ing our teachers to accept calls from other cities. Finally in May, 
1883, the committee was authorized to buy the King- Richmond estate 
on the corner of Washington and North Pleasant Streets. The con- 
tract for the new building was awarded Mr. James Bassett of Taunton 
and the work was at once begun. 

In June, 1885, the completed building was accepted by the city 
of Taunton. The following is a description of the new school from 
the report of 1885: "The house is of brick with two stories and a tower. 
It contains two large department rooms and four recitation rooms pro- 
vided with chairs and slated blackboards. There is a well fitted chem- 
ical laboratory in the basement in which there arc also water closets, 
and rooms used for storage and other purposes. The upper story 
contains a large hall (fitted with a stage) and two rooms each of the 
size of the lower recitation rooms, used in winter by the evening draw- 
ing schools. The tower contains an observatory and a good telescope. 
The ventilation of the building is poor and the roof leaks badly. It 
is heated by steam and located at the corner of Washington and North 
Pleasant Streets. It was erected in 1884." 

The first class entered in September, 1885, with John P. Swiner- 
ton again in the chair of the principal. In 1888, the committee 
deemed it advisable to hold a normal class for post-graduates intending 
to take up the vocation of teaching, and the following year, Mr. Frank 
Kendall was chosen for the purpose of conducting a class in normal 
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training The next year, however, he was called to Boston, and the 
post-graduate normal course was abandoned.

m 1888 The general studies were: Manners and morals, spelling 
penmanship, reading, English, composition, history, physical geog- 
raphy physiology, and declamation. Each student was obliged to 
take three subjects beside the general studies. The pupils preparing 
for college took subjects necessary for admission. Military science 
became a regular part of the course, and the organization of the Taun- 
ton High School Cadets was formed with Col. A. B. Hodges as instruc- 
tor. In 1891, Major Norris 0. Danforth succeeded Col Hodges as 
military instructor. In 1889, Mr. Fred W. Howes became the instruc- 
tor of music m our public schools. The school, now numbering 248 
pupils, had outgrown its new quarters. The rooms were so crowded

Mr. D. G. Miller filled the vacancy of the retired Mr. Burt, and three 

other new teachers were introduced in 1895 to ease the burden of the 
overworked faculty. The next year a census of the teaching force 
in the city showed 75 per cent, of the teachers employed in Taunton 
schools to be graduates of the Taunton High School. 

The school at this time enjoyed an excellent reputation through- 
out the state. & 

In a report the superintendent of schools stated that the chemical 
and physical laboratories which were unfortunately placed in the base- 
ment enabled, either by accident or mischievous design, odious gases 
to be readily spread all over the building. The school now had out- 
grown its accommodations, but the over conservative populace was 
slow m acting upon a plan for a new building, Again at this time 
came the question of special courses. A plea in the report of 1897 
stated the needs and desires of the school and also the hope that an 
enlargement might not only be begun but completed. No good work 
could be done when a teacher has 150 pupils in his room. The Latin 
teacher was especially handicapped with pupils massed in front of her 
and on her right and left. 

In 1899 was begun the long-sough t-f or addition which became 
ready tor occupancy the middle of the following year. There were 
well-equipped laboratories, and the school was able to use the hall 
again for general exercises and music. Mr, Swinerton who had been 
connected with the school for 30 years, was compelled to resign on 
account of failing health. There are nothing but words of commenda- 
tion for his faithful service to the school.

Mr. Miller succeeded Mr. Swinerton as principal. In 1902, a mod- 
erate standard of scholarship and of deportment was required for those 
who aspired to higher offices in the cadet company. The year was 
also marked by more extensive work in English. Demands were made 
as early as 1905 for some means by which pupils might be provided 
with lunch at recess. In 1906, an evening high school was introduced 
and the hours for drawing were increased. The public was beginning 
to show its appreciation of the high school. 

In the report of 1907, a commercial course was suggested. Many 
favored the introduction of such a department. In that year the 
evening high school was given up because of the failure of the people 
to take advantage of the school. By 1909, a dropping off of the num- 
ber of pupils enrolled was apparent, a shrinkage due partly to the lack 
of a commercial course. With the resignation of Principal Miller in 
1910 the school lost a teacher who had always stood for fine scholarship. 

Mr. Fred U. Ward was elected successor to the principalship. In 
his first report he stated that the school did not show the crowded con- 
ditions prevalent in many of the high schools, and he expressed a regret 
that more of the children of Taunton did not take advantage of a high 
school education. His administration is marked with rapid progress. 
Courses were revised and the point system of marking was introduced. 
The commercial department was installed and placed in the hands of 
efficient instructors. Household economics became part of the curri- 
culum, and a room in the basement was equipped for the cooking 
division. A library in memory of Miss Mary Hamer was begun in 1912 
and was ready for use by the students the next year. Owing to the 
kindness of the Woman's Club 1912 saw the much-sough t-for lunch 
room introduced. A school council of several members of the school 
was formed for the purpose of a better understanding between the student 
body and the faculty. The A. A. joined the Bristol County Inter- 
scholastic Baseball League, and the Taunton team won the champion- 
ship for that year. 

Instead of following the usual custom of junior classes, that of 
giving a light sketch and dance at the annual Junior Class Play, the 
Class of 1915 presented Shakespeare's "Taming of the Shrew", the 
Class of 1916 following the next year with Goldsmith's "She Stoops 
to Conquer". 

The introduction of the eighth grade system in the lower schools 
has led to an increasing enrollment in the high school. Eighty fresh- 
men are housed in the North Pleasant School, and the high school is 
crowded to its fullest extent. New teachers have been employed, 
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but more room and more teachers are necessary. Plans are being- 
drawn up which provide for these necessities. 

Such is the history of the Taunton High School from its begin- 
ning in 1838 to the present date. Like every worthy institution 
the school has had its seasons of discouragement, rising to its present 
high grade only through hard work and sturdy endeavor. %x It is hoped 
that soon Taunton will have a remodelled high school with more com- 
modious quarters and up-to-date equipment to which future graduates 
can point with pride, deeming it an honor to be numbered among the 
loyal sons and daughters of their beloved Alma Mater. l >
